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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1 , "determining a process for manufacturing said number of products" , 
" calculating a cost to manufacture said number of products based on said amount of materials 
and said process" and "providing to said manufacturer said process and said cost to manufacture 
said number of products", in combination with the other claimed elements and features is not 
taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

As to independent claim 7, "a pricing engine, said pricing engine receiving a 
manufacturer's desire to manufacture a number of said products, said pricing engine accessing 
said product database for determining an amount of materials, a process and a cost for 
manufacturing said number of products" and "a manufacturer interface module, said 
manufacturer interface module providing to said manufacturer said amount of materials and said 
process for manufacturing said number of products", in combination with the other claimed 
elements and features is not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

2. Prior art 

Nick reference does no teach a database with amount of material and processes used on 
material. Also Nick does not teach of determining a cost base on the type of material and the 
processes used on the material. 

Pennisi et al. does not teach the limitations that Nick does not teach. 

Cosman et al. discloses a plastic manufacturer ordering liquid material from a supplier 
even though Cosman et al. discloses a material and processes, delivery, shipping it does not 
correlate the processes in to cost amounts for the manufacturer. 
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Yamamoto et al. discloses a raw material ordering system with the raw material data 
table connected to the control and production units. But still this patent does not disclose a 
database with amount of material linked with processes used upon the material and these items 
being associated with a cost to the manufacturer.
